Maine during the gale of Friday, one 
man was crushed to death on the cruiser 
Marblehead, another was 
fatally in­ 
jured and six others were so badly hurt 
that several niav lose limbs. 
The de­ 
tails of the accidents on the Marble­ 
head are not obtainable, but it seems 
that the cruiser made bad weather of 
the blow. 
Last night as she laid off the 
jetties she presented a dismantled ap­ 
pearance. 
Her forecastle is stove in, a 
portion of her superstructure and two 
hatches carried awny. 
The heavy seas (hat swept her decks 
also carried away ber searchlight, lower 
port boom, smash the rails and swept 
overboard the 
lifeboats. 
Carpenter 
Shawbert was crushed to death in the 
forecastle when it was wrecked by a 
monster wave and plumber Hickey hud 
his skull crushed by the wreckage and 
probably will die. 
The six seamen who 
were injured ure believed to have been 
hurt at the same time, but the officers 
of the vessel are reticent as to the de­ 
tails of the accident.

B E L D IN G AND LOAN. 
Some conception of the immense in­ 
terest* to be affected by building and 
loan legislation may be seen when we 
remember that in Indiana in 1896 there 
were 157,276 members of building and 
loan associations holding 931,967 sh ires 
of stock. 
The assets of these con pon­ 
ies at $38,096,147.70 or an aver ge of 
$242 22 per member. These ins! lit i»»*» 
have been a great help to citizens > 'h~ 
state, enabling them to 
save 
7 
money systematically and to is* cure 
homes where it would have been im 
possible under other circumstances. 
Most of the building and loan associa 
tions pursue honest and 
honorable 
methods because they are controlled by 
capable and upright business men. But 
unfortunately there are few associa 
tions which do not seem to be conduct­ 
ed in the interest of the stockholders. 
In this class comes those expense fund 
associations in which a member may 
pay dues for several months and then 
desiring to withdraw from the associa­ 
tion he receives back from 25 to 45 per 
cent, less money than he has paid into 
the association. 
Such practices are justified under the 
pretext of bylaws which permit from 12 
to 20 per cent of each installment paid 
in to be used for expenses of the asso­ 
ciation instead of meeting all expenses 
from the earnings of the associations 
It is such practices as these that must 
be prohibited. 
And the question which 
confronts the legislature is how to cor­ 
rect these evils without injuring the 
usefulness of the larger number of 
associations which are carefully man­ 
aged. 
The one thing upon which all 
seem to be agreed so far is that the ex 
pense fund must be abolished and the 
association must pay its expenses from 
its esrnings and return to each with- 
Irawing stockholder at least as much 


as he has paid into the association. But 
in doing this every proposition should 
receive the most careful attention and 
whatever action is taken should be 
done 
after most careful 
considera­ 
tion.

The B ritish consul at Santiago do Cu­ 
ba, Mr. F. W. Rmmsden, describes a 
new m ethod of fighting a virulent dis­ 
ease. This is a refrigerating box invent­ 
ed by Dr. G arcia for the treatm ent of 
yellow fever. 
It is a sort of very large 
coffin, w ith a pent roof made double, 
and a glass w indow in the side. 
It is 
brought in pieces into the p atien t’# 
room and serew ^l toget her. He is placed 
in it, and the double roof is filled w ith ice. 
The t< inperature is kept a few degrees 
above freezing, and is graduated by the 
use of salt w ith tho ice. 
The period in 
the box is lim ited to three days, but the 
patient, it is stated, is usually cured in 
a day and a half to two days, tho theory 
being that the bacilli of the disease can­ 
not reproduce themselves except at a 
high tem perature. 
A friend of Mr. 
Ramsden w ho w as attacked by yellow 
fever and tried the box told him that 
soon after being put in it his headache 
decreased, the pains in the back became 
loss severe, his great thirst ceased, and 
in a short tim e he experienced a feeling 
cf perfect com fort and rest.— New Or 
leans Picayune.

Two centuries ago the D utch destroy 
ed every nutm eg tree in 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of th eir most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con­ 
stantly restocked. 
For a long tim e the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of th a t quarter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutm eg, w ith the fru it 
of w hich they traverse w ide stretches of 
sea and land in a few hours and deposit 
the seeds of th e nutm eg not only un in ­ 
jured, but better fitted for germ ination 
by the heat and m oisture of th e bird's 
system. 
By a sim ilar process thousands of acres 
of land have been covered w ith trees of 
different kinds, the bir^0 sating as n a­ 
tu re’s agents in the dissem ination cd 
plants. 
B ut in quite another m anner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
D arw in found in six grains of earth ad 
hering to the feet of a plover three d if­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in m ud stick 
iug to the feet of ducks and geese slid 
in England ho found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to tho V ictoria N yanza, in 
central A frica, thus proving not only 
the extent of m igration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of these 
birds. 
In the m ud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses com mon in 
Texas w ere found by a microscopist

Maine during the gale of Friday, one 
man was crashed to death on the cruller 
Marblehead, another was fatally in­ 
jured aud six others were so badly hurt 
that several may lose limbs. 
The de­ 
tails of the accidents on the Marble­ 
head arc not obtainable, but it seems 
that the cruiser made bad weather of 
the blow. 
Last night as she laid off the 
jetties she presented a dismantled ap­ 
pearance. 
Her forecastle is stove in, a 
portion of her superstructure aud two 
hutches carried away. 
The heavy seas that swept her decks 
also carried away ber searchlight, lower 
por* boom, smash the rails and swept 
overboard the 
lifeboats.

In this class comes those expense fund 
associations in which a member may 


pay dues for several months and then 


desiring to withdraw from the associa­ 
tion he receives back from 25 to 45 per 
cent, less money than he has paid into 
the association. 
Such practices are justified under the 
pretext of bylaws which permit from 12 
to 20 per cent of each installment paid 


in to be used for expenses of the asso­ 


ciation instead of meeting all expenses 
from the earnings of the associations. 


It is such practices as these that must 


be prohibited. 
And the question which 


confronts the legislature is how to cor­ 
rect these evils wiihout injuring the 
usefulness of 
the larger number of 


associations which are carefully man 


aged. 
The one thing upon which all 
seem to be agreed so far is that the ex 


pense fund must be abolished and the 
association must pay its expenses from 
its earnings and return to each with 


drawing stockholder at least as much 
as he has paid into the association. But 
•ti » J in doing this every proposition should 


receive the most careful attention and 


whatever action is taken should be 


done 
after most careful 
considers 
lion.

A bill was 
introduced changing the term of city 
officers back to two years, aud it was 
engrossed under a suspension of the 
rules. 
The discussion of the apportionment 
bill was postponed until Wednesday, 
aud the republicans will hold a joint 
caucus on it tonight. 
The senate postponed discussion of 
the Shively bill for nonpartisan prison 
boards until Thursday aud defeated 
Senator Collett’s bill providing for the 
readjustments of school districts. 
It 
passed the following|bills: Creating a 
superior court for Grant and Howard 
counties; extending the term of town­ 
ship officers 16 months; authorizing 
cities, counties aud townships to vote 
aid to educational institutions; two 
bills making amendments to the Fort 
W ayne city charter; concerning the 
construction of joint ditches, providing 
that these matters may be determined 
upon at separate sessions of the com­ 
missioners of the counties affected; re­ 
quiring the assessor of one county, 
where there is a mortgage held by a res­ 
ident of another county recorded, to 
notify the adsessor of the county where 
the holder of the mortgage resides of its 
existence.

A year cr two ago, says the editor of 
London Truth, I took up the m atter of 
the royal buckhounds, fo ri have always

Tho British consul at Santiago de Ca­ 
ba, Mr. F. W. Ram aden, describes a 
new method of fighting a virulent dis- 
Til is is a refrigerating box invent­ 
ed by Dr Garcia for tho treatment of 
yellow fever. 
It is a sort of very large 
coffin, with a pent roof made double, 
and a glass window in the side. 
It is 
brought in pieces into tile patient’s 
room and screwed togot her, He is pl ared 
iii it,and the double roof is filled with ie*. 
The temperature is kept a few degrees 
above freezing, and is graduated by the 
use of salt with the ice. 
The period in 
the box is limited to throe days, but the 
patient, it is stated, is usually cured iu 
a day and a half to two days, the theory 
being that the bacilli of the disease can­ 
not reproduce themselves except at a 
high temperature.

It was 
not only necessary for the protection of 
th** merchants against loss by the tlmft, . 
but it was also more imperative from 
the fact that these exposures endangered 
his business. After such an airest and j 
the consequent publicity the family of 
the accused wert* very loath to trade at 
that particular store, and the with­ 
drawal of such patronage meant loss of 
thousands of dollars to the proprietor. 
This explanation was given me by the 
superintendent of one of the largest de­ 
partment stores, whore, after a thorough 
canvassing of the principal retail stores 
In the city, I found that it was no mere 
gossip as to the. existence of this book, 
and the fact that nine out of ten em­ 
ployed women detectives, not only f*w 
tile conviction cf shoplifters and pick­ 
pockets, but to watch the more wealthy 
offenders who were afflicted witli what 
is called a nervous disease in the medi­ 
cal books—kleptomania These women 
are obliged to be very clever, bright and 
intelligent, as they must, learn to know 
these kleptomaniacs by sight aud to dis­ 
criminate between the professional and 
the afflicted if they detect a stranger in 
the aet of purloining the firm’s goods.

B ird s aa Heed Carri ere. 
Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Moluccas 
in order to e njoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the tree* in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were tieing con­ 
stantly restocked. For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, with the fruit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and land in a few hours and deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat aud moisture of the bird's 
system. 
By a similar process thousands of acres 
of land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na­ 
ture’s agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 
But in quite another manner do they 
transport weds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad 
tiering to the feet of a plover three d e ­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, aud in mud stick 
iug to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
in England he found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to th© Victoria Nyanza, in 
central Africa, thus proving not only 
the extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of thew 
birds. 
In the mud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common in 
Texas were found by a microscopist 
after the arrival of the animal in New 
York.—S t Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Nelion'i Tassel. 
Nelson’s Foudroyant has been refitted 
again at acost, it is said, of $100,000 
and will be exhibited at the principal 
British ports, going first, however, to 
the Kiel naval exhibition 
The vessel 
Is a splendid specimen of the great 8C 
gun lino of battle ships. Her timbers are 
in good condition in spite of her 107 
years. She was Nelson’s flagship for on­ 
ly one year, the most disgraceful one in 
his career, when, under Lady Hamil­ 
ton’s influence, he encouraged and aid­ 
ed the atrocities committed by the Na­ 
ples Bourbons. It was from the yardarm 
of the Foudroy ant that Prince Caraoiolo, 
admiral of the republican fleet, a pris­ 
oner of war, was hanged without a 
trial It was on the quarter deck of the 
Foudroy ant that Sir Ralph Abercromby 
died of his wounds after defeating the 
French at Alexandria in 1801.—Boston 
Herald,

ANO INTM ENT a t c o r o n a t i o n s . 


a P ecn lin rlt* a f th e H um*Inn C erem ony 
Said to B e V ery Im p o rta n t. 
It is not generally knowu that tho rite 
of coronation iii the Russo Greek church 
agrees with the religious ceremony of 
an English coronation in one very im­ 
portant particular or that this resem­ 
blance distinguishes the coronation serv­ 
ices of England and Russia from those 
of all other countries. 
The identity of ceremonial consists in 
the 
use of 
the “ holy chrism,’’ or 
“cream,” in the anointment of the sov­ 
ereign. In Hie Roman rite, at the coro­ 
nations of the old emperors of Germany 
—that is to say, of the holy Roman * rn* 
pire, to which Austria, in a sons*', bas 
succeeded—uot the schism, but the in­ 
ferior oil of the catechumens, or candi­ 
dates for beptism, is employed. 
In the 
eastern rite, on the contrary, the chrism 
is used. 
This chrism Is understood to bestow 
• 
character, ’’ to use a theological term, 
upon the recipient—in other words, it 
imparts certain gifts of the Holy Ghost 
not exactly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not used in the east for the ordina­ 
tion of bishops or priests, but neverthe­ 
less a special gift from on high, which 
is indefeasible in him who receives it, 
and which, so long as he corresponds 
with divine grace, gives him supernal 
ural sacramental grace to fulfil the du­ 
ties of his high office. 
This is the meaning of the words “ the 
seal of the gift of the Holy Ghost’* used 
at the confirmation of a child in the 
east immediately after its baptism, and 
the same words are again used when 
the emperor is again anointed at his cor­ 
onation. It is in the case of the emperor 
alone that a man is ever anointed in tho 
east more than once in his lifo. 
As a1 
ready stated, the chrism has never been 
used in the consecration of bishops, as 
it is in the greater part of the west. 
Now’it is a very interesting point to 
notice that the only country in the world 
besides Russia in which at the present 
day the sovereign is anointed with 
chrism is England. This used also to bo 
the case in France, but of course th© 
French monarchy is now a thing of the 
past In a learned paper by Dr. Wick­ 
ham Legg a note is quoted from a 
pamphlet printed in 1519 upon the man­ 
i a - of crowning the emperor, in which 
it is stated that, whereas the kings of 
England, France and ‘‘Jerusalem and 
Cicilie” were thus anointed, there were 
no fewer th m 22 other kingdoms at that 
time in western Europe, including Po­ 
land, of which the sovereigns were not 
anointed. 
The kingdom of “ Jerusalem 
and Cicilie” has of course long disap­ 
peared. —London Times. 


C ut F lo w ers In New fo r k . 
There are now about 20 wholesale 
commission dealers in cut flowers in the 
city. The first dealer in this business 
started about 18 years ago. Before that 
retail florists who did not raise their 
own flowers sent to the greenhouses of 
the growers for them. 
Now nearly all 
florists buy of the wholesale commission 
dealers in the city. 
The flowers sold in this city are grown 
In New Jersey, and on Long Island and 
at some other points in this state. They 
are brought hero by express packed in 
boxes constructed for the purpose. 
The 
busy part of the day in the wholesale 
flower establishments is from 8 o’olock 
in the morning, at about which tim© 
the flowers arrive, until about noon. 
The customers of the wholesale deals* 
include not only city florists, but also 
florists in many places within 76 miles 
around New York, and flowers are often 
•hipped from here to points much more 
distant.—New York Sun.
